COUNCIL OF ELDERS. 
CONTINUATION OF THE SITTING NOV, IO. 
A Letter was read from the Secretary General of 
the Directory to the following effect :—- 


CITIZENS REPRESENTATIVES, 

Ihave not been able to rceive the Messenger of State dis- 

téhed by the Council of Elders to the Executive Directory. 

Pour ef the members have sent in their resignation—the fifth 

isin custody by orders of Genera] Buvnaparte. ‘There no long- 
er existsa D'rectory. 

Health and Respect, 
(Signed) LAGARDE. 

The Council decreed that this letter thould be fent 
to the Council of Five Hundred. 

After the interval of about a quarter of an hour, a 
tumultuous movement was manilefted in the Council. 
The arrival of Gen. Buonaparte was announced. He 
requetted permiflion to {peak, having important infor- 
mation to communicate. 

"Chere was inftantly a profound filence. 

. Buowarante—Regrefentatives of the People, you 
are not in a common crifis ; you tread upon a volcano 
ready to dettroy you. Yefterday Paris was in the mott 
profound tranquillity. 1 have united all my brethren 

in arms in the execution of the meafures which you 
have adopted. ; 

I have given proofs of my devotion to the republic, 
and the country has not had a more zealous defender 

' ¢han 1 have proved myfelf. This day, however, I am | 
furrounded with calumny, and covered with reproach 
and obloquy, 

‘I en cab around me the words Cromwell, 
military goveroment, &c. Had I withed to eftablith’ 

-@ military goverament, I fbould long fince have attempt- 
~ ed that enterprize. Since I returned to Paris, I have 
been folicited by fome factions to feize upon the autho- 
rity of the State. I declare even that propofitions have 
been made to me by Barras and Moulin, to overthrow 
the Government, and to affume the direétion of affairs. 
L refifted thefe infinuations, becaufe I was of no party, 
of no coterie. I commuvicated thefe projects to feve- 
ral reprefentatives. I united my fentiments to thofe of 
the Council of Elders, and I have only accepted the 
command entrufted to me, with the view of refigning 
it after having triumphed over the enemies of the Re- 
public. ‘Think not then that you fee in me a vile in- 
triguer—I know no great coterie but the French peopie. 

But I declare the reprefentatives of the people muft 
not be divided ; on the contrary, unite yevr wifdom, 
and whatever your firmnefs fhall decide, i fhall fee 
faithfully executed. I fhall be but an arm devoted to 
the fafety of the Republic; the fafety of liberty and 
equality. 

Incuet—And the Conftitution. 

Buowaraate—The Cooflitution ! Is it now'a ground 
ef fecurity to the French people? You violated it on 
the 18th Fruidor; you violated it on the 22d Flo- 
real; you violated it onthe goth Prairial. It is no- 
thing but an empty found, which ferves the purpofe of 
every fadtion. 

All the rights of the people have been violated. It 
is time that you fhould defend them againit every at- 
tack. © what ought to be done for the protec- 
tion of liberty. If you do not fave it, you and your 
children will be difgraced in the eyes of pofterity. You 
-are accountable for its fafety. Act, and if the execu- 
tion of your decrees be oppofed, I hall appeal to my 
brave companions in arms, and to my fortune. 

Cornupet darted into the ‘Tribune—You have 
heard, Reprefentatives of the People! He who has 
filled Europe with admiration, has unveiled the con- 
fpiracies with which the Republic was menaced. Do 
you doubt their exiltence? I agreed to the meafure pro- 
pofed by your Committee, becaufe I was convinced a 
vaft confpiracy exilted. I move that the Council re- 
folve itfelf into a Secret Committee, and that Buona- 
parte give {till farther explan#tions ; and afterwards that 
a meflage be fent to the Council of Five Hundred, to 
know whether tt be inclined inftantly to propofe mea- 
fures for the public fafety ; or perhaps we ought to af- 
fume the initiative. When the fafety of the country is 
at flake, every citizen becomes a Mazgiftrate. 

Laussar afferted that the whole particulars ought 
to be difclofed in the prefence of all France. We fhould 
be the bafett of wretches, if we neglected to take every 
meafure neceflary to her falvation. 

Buvonaparte left the Council. A meffage from 
the Council of Five Hundred ftated that it. was coniti- 
tuted by a majority. 

_This notification was ordered to be inferted in the 
munutes, 

Covarois ftated that an infurrectional movement 
ee at Paris. “ We will refiit it,” exclaim- 
ed he. 

Datruonze was alarmed at the difpofitions which 
he obferved ia feveral of his colleagues. However great 


the dangers, he thought they might all be furmounted 
by a rigorous adherence to the Conftitution. He ad- 
mitted that the 18th Fru@tidor had dug a pit for liberty, 
but he was anxious that all France fhould know that he 
had no fhare. in the arbitrary proceedings of that day, 
and that he had paffed the various periods of the Revolu- 
tion with a pure confcience. He moved that nothing 
fhould be done by the whole Legiflative Body, and 
that the Council fhould take an oath to maintain the 
Conftitution. : 

Guyomarp agreed in the fame fentiments. He 
fhould retain a conftant attachment to the Cooltitution 
which he had fwora to on the 1ft Vendemiaire, which 
is fuperior to the Legiflative’ Body, and. which may be 
reformed in the mede which icfelf has provided. ; 

Cornupet condemned every engagement to prin- 
ciples which fettered the freedom of the Council—Let 
us guard againft abftractionsx—What is meant by the 
Conititution ? Yes, I have fincerely fworn fidelity to 
the Sovereignity of the people, and the divifion of powers. 
But, Reprefeotatives, it is in the name of the Sovereign- 
ty of the people chat we muft deviate from that Conftitu- 
tion, if it fet up an Executive Directory which, on the 
18th Fruétidor dared to mutilate the National Repre- 
fentation, and to attack with a parricidal hand, the 
moft untainted purity and integrity, and which on the 
22d Floreal, violated the rights of the Sovereiga. Can 
aflafination be called prefervation? Let us hear no more 
then of abftraét principles, but let us attend to realities. 

No! Lt is impoflible that a fyftem, in which the Ex- 
ecutive Power can mutilate the National Reprefentation, 
and leave it no other means of defence than infurrection 
—I fay, itis impoflible that fuch a fyftem can exift.— 
We mutt have one in which the Executive hall refpea 
the National Reprefentatioa, and in which the Legifla- 
tive Body thall not fetter the operations of the Execu- 
tive Authority. Cornudet concluded with his decided 
difapproval of the prapofition of Dalphonze. 

Lemercier, who had been mentioned by Guyomard 
as having on the 1ft Vendemiaire, propoied ta {wear 
the civic oath on the book of the Conititution, declared 
that he ftill entertained the fame veneration for the to- 
cial pact, though not for its literal and judaic interpre- 
tation, but for the eternal principles on which it is foun- 
ded. 

Faucve rofe to ftate that Buonaparte had repaired 
to the Council of Five Hundred, where he had been 
attacked with poniards. He particularly menrioned the 
conduct of Arena, a Corfican, but the enemy of Buona- 
parte ever fince the later had developed the dilapidations 
committed in Italy. Inthe name of Buonaparie, Falgue 
moved the Council fhould affume the initiative, in orde: 
to fecure the couotry from the commotions that were in 
preparation. 

The Council refolved into a Secret Committee. 








EXPRESS FROM PARIS. 
This morning (Wednefday) arrived in Lendon by 
exprefs, the Paris papers to the 15th init. 
PARIS—NOV. 13> 

The law which regulates the provifional form of the 
new Government was proclaimed laft night in Paris 
with much folemnity. Although every thing continues 
in appearance calm, the confpirators of the Council of 
Five Hundred do not confider themfelves as yet de- 
feated: “They ‘hold meetings. They are prepating a 
pretended proteftation ; but perhaps they rely more up- 
on fome affaffination than their other manceuvres. But 
the police is informed of their meetings, and watches 
them narrowly. Tlie gremadier who faved Buonaparte’s 
life dined with him yelterday.» The wife of the Con- 
ful. made him a: prefent of a diamond worth 2000 
crowns. ; 
Some‘of the deputies whofe nomination has been de- 
clared null, have been arrefted. In this number are 
Dorimont, Mitre, Poulain Grandpre, Deftrem, Fri- 
fon, Doche de Lille, Le Merys, Marquefy, Quirot, 
Mute. 
Upon fome of them were feized new daggers, all a- 
like. The brother of Arena has alfo been arrefted, 
and fent to the Conciergerie, for having wifhed to affaf- 
finate Buonaparte. “Geneflieux and Dorimont are im. 
prifoned for having cried out that the General ought to 
be outlawed. Quirot was fent laft night to the Temple. 
Santhonax, Charles Hefle, Julian of Touloufe, are al- 
fo there. ‘The prifon of Vincennes is preparing for the 
other arrefted perfons. 
Cornet, of the Council of Ancients, and another de- 
puty, are fent into La Vendee, to pacify it. 
Buonaparte, in an order which he has juft publifhed, 
congratulates the troops upon the devotion they have 
fhewn. He particularly thanks the grenadiers of the 
legiflature, whofe courage faved him from the daggers 
aimed at him by the Council of Five Hundred. 
The two legiflative Commiflions met yefterday as 
Patis in the palace of the two Councils, where parti- 
cular rooms were prepared for them.; We kaow not yet 
whether their fittings will be public. They are to dif- 
cufs that queftion to-day, and the organzation >f the 
commifiions. Lebrun is Prefident of the Commiffion 
of the Anticnts, 
Gohier is retired to his own houfe. 
_ The Central Bureau of Paris is difplaced.—Bourdon 
1s appointed minilter of marine, and Laplace, minilter 
of the interior. oe 
The rife of the funds has been rapid. The fiers con- 
Jolide, which was. never higher than 11 francs, 50 
cents, to the 18th Brumaire (Nov. 9.) was yelterday 
at 16 francs, 63 cents—( Publici é) 
It is falfe that Buonaparte was wounded, as fome 
journals ftate. eh ait 
While at St Cloud, they were raifing again{t Buona- 
parte an impious hand, at Paris. the confpirators were 
fharpening their daggers againft the Minilter of Police. 

Gohier and Moulins were kept apart in the Luxem- 
bourg. Several centinels were placed at their doors. 
Moulins found means to efcape by a gate in his garden 
at four o’clock. ‘lhe moft precife orders to arreit him 
wherever hy fhould be found have been iffued. 
There were laft night illuminations in different parts, 
and couriers were fent off tothe different departments 
to announce the Revolution, 
It is faid that Barras has been arrefted and fent to 
the Temple. Several more arre(ts have taken place,-- 
Daubermefnil and Cunftant have efcaped. A Marfeil- 
lois faid yelterday at a meeting at Daubermefacl’s,— 
*“* We only want three daggers to put an end to all 
this.”” 
{t appears certain that feveral important affairs have 
taken place in the army of Italy, commanded by Cham- 
pionnet. Duhefm has taken Mondovi. The enemy, 
after a very bloody battle, were driven from their cainp 
at Mazolo, and left upon the field of battle a great 
number.of dead, and fome pieces of cannon We ex-

‘I'he re-eftablifhing Sunday as a 
day of rett initead of Decady, will give him a hold ot 
the minds of men that cannot fail to keep up the ranks 
of bisarmy. ‘To infift on the reafons shat lead to this 
opinion, would be paying an ill compliment to the dif- 
cernment of our readers. ‘They mutt ftare every man 
in the face, who, in attending to the difpofitions of man- 
kind in general, have ‘tudied the characters of Buona- 
Parte and Sigyves in pasticular. 

Buonaparte was in greater, peril on the day of the 
revolution, than is-ftated in any of the Freach Journals. 
The Jacobins ‘wade 138 different aflaults on him, and he 
was twice wounded in the arm, and alfo in the cheek; 
but'he was faved from being wounded in the body by 
an impénettable lining to his wailtcoat. ‘The barriers 

were fhut from Friday evening till Sunday morning; 
and there were upwards of 30,000 frefh troops which 
had been marched into Paris and the neighbourhood, to 
Overawe the former Conttituted Authorities. 

The dilperfion of the Councils by Buoxararre, on 
the Jate revolution attParis, would no doubt: bring to 
the recollection of our readers, the conduét of Caom- 
WELL on a fomewhat fimilar accafion; * For fhame,’ 
faid he-to the Parliament, ‘ get you.gone; give place 
‘to honeiter men; to thofe who wiikmore faithfully dif- 
charge their truft. You are no longer a Parliament.— 
“The Lord has done with you. He has chofen other 
in{truments for carrying on his work.’ ‘Taking hold ot 
one.by the cloak, ‘Thou art a whore-matter’ faid he ; 
to another, * Thou-art an adulterer ;? to a third, * Thou 
art a drunkard and a glutton; and fo a fourth, ‘ Thou 
art an extértioner.’”. And having commanded his fol- 
diers to clear the Hall, he himfelf weat out the laft, 
and ordered the doors to be locked! 

-'The Hamburgh mail which became due on Sund@y 
Jaf, arrived on ‘Tuefday. It brings no account of any 
important military events; but articles from Lindau, of 
the zoth ultimo, and from Frankfort of the 5th initants 
mention that an armiftice for five months is now nego- 
ciating ; and itis stated, that Switzerland, by convention, 
is te be wholly evacuated by the hoftile armies. 

The letters from Vienna, of the 2d inftant, mention, 
that propofals for peace had been made trough the 
Pruffian Court to the Auttrian Cabinet. It. refts, 
however, on rumour. 

An article from Erlangen, of the 2d, gives us rea- 
fon to believe that an armittice had been, or was about 
to be concluded’between the Ancubuxe, General Su- 
warrow, and Masseya. “The following are men- 
tioned as the terms of it: : 

1. The conyention is to be concluded for an unli- 
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ated time.—-2. A line of demarcativa is to be drawn | 
between the two armies on the frontiers of Switzerland 
and py The Raflian troops under the com- 
mand of General Suwarrow are to withdraw to the 
Danube, and the Auftrians towards Ulm.—4. The 
French troops are to evacuate Switzerland. —s. Swit- 
zerland is to be confidered as.a neutral ftare. 

Wednefday morning, two Hamburgh mails, due the 
5th and 8th inftant, arrived in London exprefs ; but as 
the mail which arrived on Tuefday. was of a later date, 
the prefent bring little new or important. 

In one of the packets, Lord Mulgrave came over 
with advices which are faid to be of the firft importance, 
from the Courts of Vienna and Berlin, relating to fome 
propofitions which have been made by the latter, tending 
to conciliate the general interefts of Europe. z 

On the other hand, it is underttood, that, hhould 
France rejeét the liberal terms his Prufian Majelty has 
to fubmit, he muft be neceflitated to join the coalition 
with his whole military force. 

The laft letters from Vienna, of the 2d inft. mentio 
that propofals of peace have been made, through a c 
tain Court, to the Auitrian Cabinet. A ceffation 
froftilities, it was alfo very generally believed at Vienna, 
was on the point of being concluded, or was already 
concluded, between the belligerent armies on the fron- 
tiers of Switzerland. 

The letcers from Switzerland are filled with the bit- 
telt complaints refpecting the enormous contributions 
and requifitions ordered by Maflena: Indeed the oppo- 
fition of the Helvetic Governméiit grows ftronger eve- 
ry day. A meffage of the Swifs Directory to the Coun- 
cil, fays—* Yor thefe two years paft we have exhault- 
ed alfeur refources for the Frétich army and its innu- 
merable wants. We have reprefinted to the French 
Directory, on every occafion our great diltrefles, and 
have demanded the repayment of part of our advances; 
but they difdained to give'us any anfwer,” &c. 

The Diredtory and both Councils were ready to cal! 
the country to arms, to repel force by force; but Ge- 
neral Maifena has at once overthrown the remains of 
the new Helvetic Conftitution, by matching troops to 
Bern, the very feat of the Government, to anfwer e- 
very remonftrance with the powerful argument of the 
cannon and the beyonet! Perochel, the French Mi- 
nifter, rather than witnefs fo outrageous a proceeding, 
and remain in thatcity as the mock Ambailador of a 
mock Goverment, chofe to quit it. 

The confternation throughout Switzerland is inde- 
fcribable. ** Ah, my unfortunate country ! (writes a de- 
fceadant of William Tell) thy rocky mountains and 
fmiling fields—the admiration’of all travellers, who en- 
vied our happy pattoral nation—now echoing with fighs 
and lamenations !” 

On the sft of O&ober the Spanifh Minifter at Con- 
ftantinople received orders to quit that capital in four- 
teen days. He is accufed of having acted the part of 
afpy for the:French. Accounts received at Conftanti= 
nople from Rhodes, Cyprus, and other places, men- 
tion that the firlt column of the Grand Vizier’s army 
had been -defeated by the French on the borders’ of 
Egypt. ’ 

‘The embargo has been taken from all the Hamburgh 
fhips iu the Ruffian ‘ports. 

The mifunderitanding between the French Directory 

and the above city, it is faid, is alfo likely to be termi- 
nated very foon, by the mediation of his Pruffian Ma- 
jelty. 
. Great jealoufy has been excited among the patriots in 
Holland, refpeing the article in the Convention for 
the return of 8000 prifouers, it not being Ripulated 
whether an equal number of thefe are to be Dutch. 
They alfo apprehend, that fecret articles have been a- 
greed upon too prejudicial to their interefts. 

Tt is faid, that “by the fecret articles agreed on in 
Holland, it is {tipulated that the whole of the French 
troops fhell evacuate that country in the courfe of fix 
weeks after the Britifh have Jeft it. 

The channel fleet, under the command of Lord 
Bridport, failed from Torbay gn Sunday, with the 
wind at N. E.
